1. Claims 15-23, 26-27, 33-49 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the inventions patented in Pat. No. 5,751,975 and 6,185,677. 
The improvements include a first component configure to analyze a description of 
the machine so as to dynamically provide a translator to change a cycle type for the 
resource based on the translation that will be performed at the bus bridge (claim 
15); as to dynamically provide a translator to change a cycle type for the resource 
based on the translation that will be performed at the bus bridge (claim 49).
